•"PIIE serious woucdicg at 
I ot Lieut. Col. Hecry Carroll, com- 
manding the First brigade of the cav- 
alry division, recall* to the memory of 
xvestern |-cuple a frontier tragedy In 
which himself ar.d troops under his 
command playe,j a prominent part. 


In the latter part cf the summer of 


1SM> a young ruin named Hugh Itcyle, 
whose home wa» at Champaign, Uh, 
arrived in the vicinity of the Tocgue 
lliver reservation. Mont.. tuxbit with, 
relatives, who were old settlers in that 
region. On the evening of September 
6, of that year, the young rein, xvhiie 
on his way on ho'teback to aid his 
uncle In herding cattle, was waylaid 
on the long and isolated road by txvo 
Cheyenne Ii.diac*. afterxvards discov- 
ered to be 11 cad Chief and Young Mule, 
ar.d foully murdered by them, IJecause 
of hvfe failure to appear at his uncle"* 
home it was believed that some acvl- 
dect hail befallen hita. ard a diligent 
search was. immediately Instituted. 


The following day the horse riJdea 


by him xvas found, stiil saddled, graz- 
ing by the roadsTue. After searching 
for nearly thrf-e days the only trace 
of the youth that could l>e discovered 
was his hat. which was found fi!!«d 
with earth in a depression or "run.™ 
An examination of the hat revealed a 
hole in it which was clearly made by a 
bullet. lilood -pots xvere al«o notice- 
able around the ho'e. 


Satisfied that a murder had been 


committed, the Icilian chiefs were 
called upon to assTst Ia unraveling the 
mystery and bringing the murderer or 
murderer* to justice. At that time 
Tongue I.iver agency was temporarily 
lr» charge of James A. Cooper, of Win- 
field, Kan_ then a special agent of the 
Interior department, who afterward 
furnished the writer xxith the details 
of the remarkibTe incident. On Scj>- 
tember 0 American Horse, a sulwMef. 
discovered the body, and at once noti- 
fied SjKcial Agent Cooptr. 


The tpeclal c^rr.t. accompanied by 


JIaj. Carroll, then cf the First Tmted 
States cavalry, .md a num!>er of In- 
dians, guided by American Horse, pro- 
ceetletl to the 5j-it where the body had 
been discovered. The place where It 
was found was In a ~brcak"" l*>twe«-n 
two p«ak& near the top of a mountain, 
only 'oir miTes fiom the agency. The 
body had been carefully secreted, and 
would r.ever havs l>een discovered by 
a casiial passer-by. It wai taken to 
the agericy in an army arr.bnTarce. 
which had been provided for thep:ir- 
pose.an:! given a proper bitrlaT. IVtyle's 
relatives xxere T.ottficd. ar.d t«oof his 
brothers after-rardi arrived and re- 
moved it to thtir eastern horr.e. 


The special agent ar.d party made a 


careful examlnat-on of the \iclrity of 
the spot where the tnxly uad b«-en 
found, to determine whether the foul 
murder xvas committed by Indians or 
whites. Foot prints made by mocca- 
sins or bare felt—It was hard to de- 
termine which, so Indistinct xx ere the 
marks—xvere found in the fresh earth. 
acd at several p-jtcts leading to the 
tpot. 


American Hnne.after, * brief ei- 


rimir.aticn of the foot prints, xxithdrrw 
in silence to or.- side. 
I'pon being | 


pressed by Mr.Cooper to glvr his opin- 
ion as to who could have l»lled the 
jourgman and left the track.*. Ameri- 
can Horse finally said that he knew 
who did the deed ard gave the names 
of Young Mule a-d Head Chief as the 
guilty parties. 


The police acd friendly Indians to 


the number of about 2i immediately 
commenced a search. 
1'retious to 


their departure the special agent had 
issued orders for every Indian belong- 
ing en the reservat ion to come into t he 
agency, and all ol>eyed the order ex- 
cept the txxo murderers. This fact set- 
tled any i!oubt that there might I* a? 
to xvho the guilty parties xvere. Fri- 
day noon following, after a ililigent 
search, the police returned, bringing 
tidings that no trace of the fugitive* 
could !>e found. Saturday. ?eptem1>cr 
13. ration «lay. after th- ration* had 
beer, issued to the assembled Indians. 
all of them were called to the agent's 
office, where they xxere told the teces- 
tlty of promptly bricglrg In the txxo 
murderer*, as the whites were Ix-cora- 
Ir.g enraged at the delay, ard xxere 
making all sorts of threat s against the 
Indians. 


Tte famous chief Two Moon, who is 


the head chief of one of the fite bands 
on the reservation, acted as spokes- 
man for the Cheyenne?, acd steppW 
forward when the agent had eeasei 
speaking. He stated that his people 
bad held a council and xvere prepareiT 
(o satisfy 'he law. from their stand 
point. Their proposition was that the 
agent take 30 ponies In payment for 
the death of young Jloyle. They in 
tecded thst the p<icies should In- ac 
cepted artl test to the relatives of thi 
murdered boy «s a compensation fo 
the death of the youcg mac. The of 
fer was promptly rejected, ar.d they 
were fri'en to understand that th 
white man's law could not 
in that manner. 


The father cf Head Chief made an 


]Ttent plea for his son. but it xxas un- 


availing. Peeing the agent was de 
terraiced cot to accede to their propo- 
sition, acd that nothing that the In- 
dians demanded would 1* accepted. 
tte fatter of Head Chief strode up to 
the agent, tr.d xxilli eyes glittering vi- 
ciously, said: 


"I had hoped that ll.e matter couH 


I* settled r. ith the ponies. 1 fee you 
are determined not to accept them. 
My »on"« mission to yon wa«. if yon did 
cot a<"eept the pon'e*. fcry CTJ to select 
lie ground, a* he xvaci* to ccme In 
ciiu tTtr tu y uui |>i rtnirr.SLU tlmtt J uti 
how a Cr.ejerce can fight acrZ die1.""

*"\Ve are ready; bricg on your men." 
Immediately the Indians diipersed, 


the younger warriors, who Lad re- 
mained mounted on the cuter fringe 
of the circle cf assembled Indian*, rid- 
ing at a gallop from camp to camp, 
conveying the words of challenge.oth- 
er* going after the criminal* and the 
remainder driving pocies off 
the 


ground in froct of the agency build- 
ings, that had l>een decided upon as 
the «rer.e cf the approaching duel. 


Agent Cooper acd the Indian police- 


men were standing In front of 
the 


agency buildirg. puns in hand, when 
the two murderers appeared oa the 
crest of a till northeast of the agen- 
cy. The firing at once commenced. 
While dashing iloxvn the hill toxvard 
the little group xxaiting to receive 
them. Head Chiefs arm was broken 
by a bullet acd Young Mule"* pony xvas 
l.illed. The txxo Ii.diacs. one of them 
Dismounted, then retreated to a high- 
er range of hills about ff<0 yards dis- 
tant from the government party. The 
firing continued from, that point for 
some time, acd many ikots were ex- 
changed. 


Shortly alter Head Chief crossed 


from that range to another chain of 
hills overlooking the 
agency. 
On 


reaching the summit he encountered a 
portion of the troops sent by Maj. 
Carroll. The meeting was unei[*-eted 
to both Icdiar.s ar.d soldiers.but it was 
too late to retreat, and the daring 
Cheyenne dashed directly through 
the troops, xvoundicg four of their 
horses as he did to.
